The lalt Letters from Scoiland of the 15th inſtant,do fay, 
that chere Adyices from Ireland give account thac Lows 
don Derry and Inniskillmg hold out bravely ; that the 
latter within theſe few days had made a great and vigo- 
rous Sally, in which they killed a great number of te 
Enemies,and made a lafe Recrear into che City. 

By a Veſſei come into Briftol on Monday the 2orh, 
inſtant, in four days from the Iſle of Man, the Maſter 
whereof ſays, he there lefe divers of the Proteftants 
newly arrived from Ircland, who do afficm, thar the 
Iriſh Army, having received a Reinforcement, made 
a Ceneral Aſſault upon London-Derry laſt Sabbarh- 
day was fortnight, wich grear fury ;- thar the Befieged 
made a molt gallanc Defence, and with that Succeſs, 
rchac rhey beat them above a Mile beyond their Camp, 
and kill'd ſome thouſands, of which are many Per- 
fons of Qualicy, particularly Major General Riwſey, 
and Cap. Cuſſack, (rhe Duke ef Berwick nor yer heard 
of ) they had in their Camp 13 Coaches, which. they 
fill'd, and drew cff with the dead Bodies of Perſons of 
Quality and Officers. And fo obllinare and bloedy 


rhe reft had beenzand that tkey wolud rather ruin tothe 
Prote ftancs, and ferye King Wil'tams than be Slaves to 
th: French. Upon which hundreds of them ranaway, 
and berook themſelves to the Bugs and Slountoins.
